A program of ter;cr directed again r»t all those who believed in democracy, 
they* appointed “c out: 1 soars" to all the branches o: industry and commerce, 
homes eould be violated ot :*ny tine by' the u L$ionr.aire police", many people 
were imprisoned, etc. etc. 

The nttenrt to «cl 1 X Antonescu, who learned of it ir. time and took 
refuge et the Presidency, *y the Legionnaires vr»s crushed by the army to 
which appealed. Thp Germans, seeing that the army was anti-^iard, and 
having a need for it, stood by curing the three day rebellion, and when it 
failed, they evacuated Iron "ward chiefs to Germany in army vehicles, and 
Gorman uniforms. 
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There could not have beer, nore proof that the Legionnaires were olind 
stoogee of the termor.?. It is those Legionnaires who were sueported by the 
Germans, condemned by Ibu^aniex authorities and just ice, who today are on 
this side of the Iron. Certain. The total number which fled to Gernany was 
approximately 4C0, And later others followed after the ccup d* etat of 23 
August when the *uaa Inina? turned their ar^s against the Cenuans.

The others unaer the leadership of S/rPatraecn, at Rostock, from 
which many were nut it v. rh at the Heiritel clone nlant. At first there were 
62 persons in this srrouc, and by July 1941 the total grew to 3bO. 

Gen. Antor.escn, seeing that the leruions were not going to return 
the Iron Guard chiefs until they wanted from Rumania, 
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received a promise Cry* Hitler i;i the sunder of !*■*£ tha.t Rcria Slum would 

be scrapped. Seeing that ha hod i alien into disgrace vith the Saris, Sima

sent a memorandum to Hitler la which be oblige* hia. to* accept any German wish 
if the/ return him to power in Rumania (Ang. 1S42). From the 12 persons who 
were with Sima, V of them declared thewsleves to^Spposed to the treasonous 
memorandum, Amor.fr theas sever, were Pananace and Garaeata. In tfoveniber. 

Hitler turned down the memorandum and sent Sima an ultimatum to turn over the 
command cf the Iron Guaiy* . 3ina thus cornered* attempted to flee to Italy to 
get help from Mussolini* was arrested by the Gestnoo* anu was returned to Ger- 
many and inorisoned. 

The grouo t*t do stock split when ten Legionnaire leader* rose up 
mgfclnst 3iaa and his right-hand man pAtraecu. They were beaten and torturoi, 
which caused others to side with then in protest. This group vaB nicknaoed 
tk^*K exicana 1 ' oy the others and the tag to this day has stuck to the anti- 
Simaiet group. .It should be mentioned that following the removal of Codroenu, 
there was a struggle lor the leadership of the Guard* and thus to totalitarian 
groups, the "gunmen" faction wn over the more fpsifrt members, and even the 
“hierarchy". Following the loss at Stalingrad* the Germans needed Antoneecu 1 s 
help all the core and moved to please him by locking up the Iron GuAraiets at 
Dachau uad Euchenvnld* About 100 of them continued to v<ork at Relabel. The 
formal break between th« two ^rouos ceae when seven ant l~0y£n&lstB at Dachau 
refused to sign a telegrar. congratulating Sima on his birthday. Sixty-eight 
refused at luchenvald and six nt Heinkel, Rostock. The Germans, tired of 
the quarreling* locked up the recninder at ftuchenwala* and separated the Simaists 
and the aiiti-Slnaiols. Following th#» coup a 1 ctat of 23 August 194'r when the 
King ordered the country to fight for the Allies, the Guard once again shewed 
thAt it was in the servict of foreigners when it accepted to fora a "tfAtional 
Government ’’ under Sima, r.nd zo fora a "hat ianjd> an &y N f -on amor.,; the Legionnaires, 
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
